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Unusual Acumen.

ISHOP WILLIAM T. MANNING, of New York, has 


joined the protestants against indecent plays on the 


New York stage, but he does so with a degree of caution 
and reserve that will fail to bring the usual joy to the 
producers of such plays. 
With a canniness that is rare 


and unusual among the reformers, he is withholding the 
names of the plays he has asked the Social Service Com- 
mission of the "Protestant Episcopal Church to investigate, 
thus avoiding the advertising that defeats the desired 
end and multiplies the jingling of coin in the theatre box 
offices. 
. 
. 
Such a departure from the usual outcry with its re- 


sulting free advertising for dramatic offerings that other- 
wise might languish and die is worthy of note and com- 
mendation. 
The same might be said of Bishop Manning's 


restrained request for a quiet investigation of the un- 
named plays before asking prohibitory action. Altogether 
Bishop Manning is setting an example which might well 
claim the attention and emulation of those well-meaning 
but ill-advised persona who hitherto have succeeded only 
in advising the prurient-minded where they can gratify 
their depraved taste. 
' 
As for the producers of dramatic shocks, that is 


another story. The worldly-minded may feel even some 
sympathy for the men who have invested their money in 
these plays confident that they could depend upon the 
moral element to do the usual and pack their houses. 
Perhaps if they made out a pathetic enough case they 
could persuade Bishop Manning to be somewhat less 
irregular and let the world in on his secret. 


Overeat To Let Others Starve. 


T*HE American people are not eating as much wheat 
! J. bread as they should, according to a statement com- 
ing from the Federal Department of Agriculture. Bread- 
saving habits formed in war time persist. If these habits 
were to be given up and the old practice of feeding low- 
grade wheat to livestock were to return, it would help 
greatly toward solving the wheat problem. 


But it is nowhere stated that our people generally 


are denying themselves a sufficient quantity of bread to 
sustain life. It is not even affirmed that the American 
per capita consumption of wheat averages a noticeably 
lower amount than before the war. Nor should we be 
quick in concluding that the department aims to cultivate 
habits of waste and extravagance and gorging among the 
people on the score of certain articles of necessary con- 
sumption when it is preaching economy and temperance 
and aids to health otherwise. 


Yet there are millions of people abroad who are 


actually suffering for want of bread. They would be in 
this market to buy wheat in large quantity if we would 
only give them a chance to pay for it with what they have 
to sell unburdened by almost prohibitive tariff taxes. But 
we give them no such chance. We tell them that it is 
better for us that they should starve than to take in pay- 
ments goods which they have to give instead of gold, 
which they have not. Then to make good this loss of de- 
mand for wheat we are virtually urged to overeat and 
waste.
